1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Primarily, the 
claimed combination of the oxide layer and second resistive layer as claimed in the combination 
is not disclosed or suggested. While Wang '035 discloses the oxide layer and a first resistive 
layer, Wang is disqualified as prior art under 35 USC 103. 

That is evidence as herinafter noted in this file shows that the invention was owned by, or 
subject to an obligation of assignment to, the same entity as Wang et al. 6489035. at the time this 
invention was made. Accordingly, Wang '035 is disqualified as prior art through 35 
U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) in any rejection under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) in this application. That is, an 
inspection of the assignment records for Wang et al. 6489035 and for this application under 
PALM shows that prior to time of filing of the instant application, the assignee was Gould 
Electroncs, Inc. for this application, its parent, and the Wang 6 03 5 reference. The 
assignments and timing thereof are deemed evidence of an obligation of assignment.
